Napoleon's Rerorms>-The New Preach Con- 


SlItVtlOD. 
A cable despatch which we printed in the 
H erald of yesterday informs us that the Sen­ 
atorial committee and the Council of Ministers 
have come to an understanding on all the 
points of the Senatus Consultuin. 
It will be 
remembered by all our readers that when the 
Emperor promulgated the new oonstitutlon a 
committee of the Senate was appointed to act 
with the Council of Ministers in discussing the 
same. 
It appears that the Joint meeting has 
uken place, and that a report has been given 
In to the effect that the jofnt body has agreed 
on all the points of the new constitution, 
W’e have thus gained something. 
We oan- 
not tell how far the committee of the Senate 
and the Council of Ministers have differed or 
how far they have modified 
the orignal 
articles; but we do know that they have 
come to some common understanding. 
This, 
as wo have said, is a point gained. 
Pressure 
has been brought to bear upon Napoleon and 
Napoleon has yielded. 
But how far has he 
yielded? 
He has yielded so far, but no 
farther than necessity demands. 
It was 
no longer possible to maintain the one man 
government. 
France was tired of it, and at 
the last elections France emphatically, and In 
language not to be mistaken, said so. 
Na­ 
poleon has had the pleasure and the honor 
of manufactiu-lng 
a new constitution, tbe 
twelfth or ths thirteenth, we forget which, in 
the 
memory of 
men still living. 
This 
new 
constitution, 
which 
proclaims 
the 
constitution established in 1852 purely and 
unmistakeably bad, has been hailed by a large 
section of tbs French people as a gigantic 
stride in an onward and upward direction. 
It 
is worth observing, liowever, that though it 
has generally been well received, and though 
we are now told it has obtained the sanction 
of the Senate and the Council of Ministers, it 
is a constitution which has emanated from tbe 
Emperor, and not from the people or their rep- 
resantalives. 
The Senate and the Council of 
Ministers have gone over all the articles of the 
new constitution, and they have come to some 
oommon agreement; but as the Corps Légis- 
latif has not been consulted in these reforms, 
and as the Corps Ldgislatif meets in October, 
it is a fair question to put; how will the 
people’s house deal with those reforms ? 
We have already in these columns printed 
the 
text 
of 
the

Conmltum. 
We have no 
space 
to 
go 
over 
the 
articles la detail. 
We have no hesita­ 
tion, 
however, 
in 
saying 
that 
the 
Emperor has yielded so 
cunningly that 
he has retnln«d all the power of the State 
in his own hands. 
If the Corps Législallf goes 
with bim, good; but if it does not it will bo the 
easiest thing possible for the Emperor to dis­ 
solve the popular assembly and so appeal to 
the people as to make his position seemingly 
stronger than ever. 
Let us look at facts. The 
Corps Ldglslatif has by the new constitution, 
so far as wo know it, tbe “right of the Initia­ 
tive." It can reject government proposals. It 
can propose substitutes, or, In other words, 
make amendments. 
It can withhold money 
grants. 
It can introduce an “order of the 
day," and thus tie the hands of Ministers, 
who are bound to obey both tbe Emperor and 
the Corps l/'glslatif, and wbo may bo dis­ 
missed by either, although they can be im- 
! peached only by 
the 
Senate. 
In addl- 
I tion 
to ail tbii 
it may 
be 
said 
that 
I the 
People's 
house 
is 
free 
to 
say 
! what it thinks. 
These are unquestionably 
important concessions, but they are nicely 
' balanced by the power which the Emperor has 
j reserved for hirnself. 
If a Minister disobeys 
I him he docs so at the penalty of disinlesal. 
The Senate is tbe Emperor's own creation. 
At 
any moment ho can appeal to it, and ho can 
multiply its numbers at will. 
IIo can also, 
without a niomenl's warning, dismiss any Pre­ 
fect in any p.art of France. 
Besides, tbe Min- 
I isters, who have the anomalous rig'ut to appear 
; cither ill the upper or lower house, as occa­ 
sion may require, are tbe choice ol Iho Empe­ 
ror, not of the people or of the people’s house. 
Look at the new constitution as we may wo 
cannot get over the fact th U the French people 
henceforward, by the mouths of their chosen 
rejirosontntives, will be allowed to givo oxpres- 
! Sion to their thoughts and fe diiigt, anl to givo 
a reason for the faith that Is in them. 
This 
really is the only point in which the outside 


world la at all Interested. 
Gan Napoleonlsm, 
or can it not, endorse freedom of speech In the 
people’s house? Freedom of speech hM been 
granted. In October the Corps Ldgislatif will 
meet, and for the Hrsk time since 1848 there 
will be heard in the French Chambers the 
undisguised thoughts of the mass of the French 
people.

The New Cotton Crop—Piao Proopect 
for 
tho Soath. 
A few bales, and tiis first, of the new cotton 
crop have come to the New York market. 
That from Georgia, classed as low middling, was 
sold at auction for thirty-six cents a pound, and 
that from Alabama, classed as strict middling, 
brought forty-eight and a half cents. 
These, 
it is true, may be termed rather fancy prices, 
as the first bale or two of the new cotton crop 
always bring more than those that come after. 
But it is an indication of what the price will 
be hereafter. We may conclude, therefore, 
that the crop of 1869 will realize an immense 
sum of money. 
This crop is variously esti­ 
mated—between two millions and a half bales 
to three millions—probably it may reach two 
millions seven hundred or two millions eight 
hundred thousand bales. 
If the average price 
throughout the season of sales should not 
exceed twenty-five cents a pound—though from 
present appearances it will be hijiher than that— 
the crop will be worth over two hundred mil­ 
lions of dollars. 
From all the light before us 
there is reason to believe it will bring nearly 
that sum in gold. 
This production, too, is in 
addition to the tobacco, sngar and other valu­ 
able crops of the South for exportation. 
Besides, that section of the country since the 
war has paid more attention to the raising of 
grain,com and other articles of food, and is now, 
perhaps, independent, or nearly so, of outside 
supplies. 
In short, tho South this year will 
have a surplus production to be sold for cash 
over and above the production of necessities 
worth, at least, two hundred milUons of dol­ 
lars. 
Who will not say tho South is becoming 
rich again ? 
We must admiro the wonderful 
recuperative power of the people there and 
congratulate them on the splendid prospect 
they have of material prosperity. 
With more 
labor and capital to develop their resources 
the Southern States will become very soon 
the richest country on the globe. 


Will Governor Walker ReMam f 
A New York correspondent of a Washington 
paper predicts that If General Canby insists 
upon forcing the iron-clad oath upon conserva­ 
tive members elect to the Virginia Legislature, 
and in case of failure to comply to fill tbe va­ 
cancies by tho selection of thoso radicals who 
may stand next on the tickets, Governor 
Walker will u^ge the resignation of those con­ 
servatives who may not bo able to take tbe re­ 
quired oath, and then resign himself—thus 
throwing the whole question of the election of 
Governor and Legislature back to the people. 
We do not think this will be a very wlss 
course. 
Governor Walker had better hold on 
to what he has. 
It may be difficult to get a 
better hand Immediately if he throws up the 
cards he now holds. 
Besides there is nothing

latest Housatioutti story by the author of “ Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin." It is a story that contains but 
a single addition to the innumerable tales 
which Lord Macaulay stigmatized as “ loath­ 
some Blanders" on Lord Byron’s character. 
This addition consists in the horrible state­ 
ment that the mysterious separation of Lord 
and Lady Byron was caused by the discovery 
on the part of the poet’s wife that he began be­ 
fore marriage and continued under her own 
roof “a secret adulterous intrigue” with his 
own sister, and that the fruit of their incestu­ 
ous intercourse was “ an unfortunate child of 
sin, born with the curse upon her, over whose 
wayward nature Lady Byron watched with a 
mother’s tenderness, although her task was a 
difficult one from the strange, abnormal pro­ 
pensities to evil in tbe object of her care." 
Now, Lord Byron bad no own sister. 
Little 
is publicly known of the Hon. Mrs. Leigh, 
his half sister, whom he never saw after he left 
England, save that her constant sympathy 
with him In bis exile offered a striking and 
agreeable contrast to tho malignity with which 
“his marble hearted, insensible wife" (these 
words are applied by Mrs. Stowe to Countess 
GuiccloU's portrait of .Lady Byrou) always 
sought to injure his repntation. 
In telling her strange story Mrs. Stowe 
betrays the usual Inaccuracy as to dates which 
proverbially characterizes works of fiction by 
women writers. 
Thus, she says that Lady 
Byron lived with her husband and his sister 
for two years after the discovery of their guilty 
secret, whereas the marriage took place on 
January 8, 1815, and the separation on 
January 15, 1816, 
Mrs. Stowe draws upon 
her Imagination or upon that of Lady Byron 
for an altogether apocryphal anecdote of the 
(krewell scene between Lord Byron, his wife 
and ‘ ‘the partner of his sins." If Lady Byron, 
after a lapse of forty years and with “ almost 
tbe áolemnity of a death bed avowal," actually 
told a stranger from New England this mon­ 
strous story, which she had previously dis­ 
closed to none of her Intimate friends, supply­ 
ing this stranger with “memoranda of the 
whole, with datos affixed," why does not Mrs. 
Stowe produce some authorization to publish 
the particulars with corroboratory proof? 
The frightful charges rest solely on Lady 
Byron’s assertion, which may have been made 
under a ballucination due to joaloualy, anger 
and a memory weakened by age and disease. 
Lady Byron is represented by Mrs. Stowe as a 
monomaniac on the subject of mental pathology. 
She believed that Lord Byron had been one of 
those unfortunately constituted persons la 
whom the balance of nature is so critically 
hung that It Is always In danger of dipping 
towards insanity. 
She also thought “ that the 
Calvinlstic theology, as heard in Scotland, had 
proved In his case, as it often does in certain 
minds, a subtle poison." In fine, she deemed 
him mad. 
She once tried to have him incar­ 
cerated in a madhouse. 
It Is by no means 
unlikely that Lord and Lady Byron were 
both lunatics. 
She imagined that $he was 
“ an inoamated consoienoe," and was therefore 
“hated." If she beUeved the shocking story 
which Mrs. Stowe has repeated she must have 
been as mad as she deemed 'her husband. 
They were a crazy pair. 
The history of their 
wedded life was as sad as that of many 
another couple, unequally yoked, whose Incom­ 
patibility of temper and consequent miseries 
have never attracted to much public attention. 
Lord Byron was no better than oounlless other 
bad husbands. 
But Mrs. Stowe’s story that 
he was so dreadfully worse does not gain 
credibility from the circumstance that it now 
first startles tbe world—although, somewhat 
InconalHtently, she says 11 is well known in 
England—long after all the parties directly 
interested in it are dead, and long after tbe 
public mind has settled down to a pretty fair 
balancing of tho caso between Lord and Lady 
Byron. 
Mrs. Stowe ekes out her sensational maga­ 
zine article by quotations and misquotations 
from Byron’s incomparable verse, the influence 
of which ovor tbe popular mind It was, she 
intimates, ono object of her frlond, Lady By­ 
ron, and herself to diminish and destroy by 
making these awful disclosures. 
Whether this 
object will be attained remalas to be seen. 
But when Mrs. Stowe tries to prove by the 
language of certain charactcra in the drama, 
“ Cain," that Byron was guilty of incest her 
logic is equal to that of tlio Boston pubIi^he 
who firmly believed that “ Ned Buntliie," a 
contributor to his weekly paper, was giii ly of 
ail the crimes attributed to the piratical heroes 
who figured in its columns. 
From Shakspcare 
and Byron to “ Ned BuntUne’’no dramatist can 
safely be exposed to being thus condemned 
out of the mouth of his characters. 
Not even 
the author of “ Uncle Tom’s Cabin," nor any 
other romancing member of the Boeober fami­ 
ly, could stand such fire. 
A lame excuse is made by Mrs. Stowe for 
divulging the secrets confided to her by Lady 
Byron. 
She would f.iln prevent the revival of 
an Interejt In Lord Byron and bis poems 
through the instrumentality of the recently 
published Memoirs by tho Countess Oulccioli, 
and reiute what she calls tbe “slaodcrs" 
of Lady Byron In that book. 
But she 
admits that “ the heaviest accusation of Lord 
Byron’s mistress and and of Lord Byron’’ 
against Lady Byron is “ that she had not 
Hpokcn at all; her slory has never been told.” 
It is not Mrs. Stowe’s fault if it has not at 
lengtl) i)oen tol«l wit!» a vengeance. 
However 
amiable and even extravagant the eulogies 
may be which Countess Guiccioli has bealowed 
on her illuslrious lover, they were naturally to 
be expected from her pen. 
But it is probable 
that tliey would have been comparatively un­ 
known in this eountry if Mrs. Stowe’s astound­ 
ing revelations had not lifted tliein into a noto­ 
riety of which the ptiblishers of llie memoirs 
and of fresh editions of Byron will bo aj)l to 
avail themselves. 
They could not ask for a 
iMflUr advorLiseinenl for these works and for 
their magazine. 
Mrs. .«itow • Ins succeeded in 
advertising herself also by this pitiful effort to 
connect her name with tho names of L id/ 
Byron, CounUvs ChiiocioU, Moae. do Sta I,

vided for by public charity. 
Tho case in ques­ 
tion was that of a deaf and dumb child, who 
was “consigned" to a well known shipping 
house, and her passage paid by the consignors, 
whoever they were. 
As the child is, of ooiprs e, 
helpless, tho consignees ask that she shall be 
taken care of by tho Emigration Oommlsslon- 
ors. 
Mr. O’Gorman very properly made a 
motion that the shipping agents should be 
requested to take care of the child themselves. 
It Is to be hoped that they shall be, not simply 
requested, but compelled to provide for this 
poor young creature, whose condition they 
ought to have known, if they did not, before 
they brought her to this country to become a 
burden upon our public charltleB. 
We fear 
that this is only one instance out of hundreds 
where helpless and pauper emigrants are 
brought over here by shipping agents, with a 
reckless disregard for anything except the 
payment of tho passage money. 
Under the 
best of circumstances, and oircamstancea, too, 
which are unavoidable, we have paupers 
enough to support without Importing them. 
There should be some check put to this system.

Particnlar* of the Rxplosion of the Boiler of 
the CHttiberiand—Pifteen Persona K illed - 
Complete Wreck of the Bont. 
From the Evansville (Ind.) Journal, August 10.] 
boat was on her downward trip, and at Shav 
icetown bar the pilot had Just rung for heavlug the 
lead when her larboard boiler exploded with a ter­ 
rible crash, leaving the boat a complete wreck, and 
killing and wounding a large number of her déck 
crew, a lew passengers and the mall agent, as is 
supposed. Eugineer Redman, who was on watch, 
hearmg the call for the lead, at once tried the water 
in her boilers, and finding It satisfactory returned to 
the engine to be ready to answer the “siow bell,” 
which ho expected, aud had just taken his position 
by the engine when the boiler exploded. It is the 
opinion of her eiigltieers that only the larboard boiler 
exploded; but all the tiollers, three in number, wcro 
blown overboard.

Jim 
Miitheny, who was at the wheel, was blown over­ 
board, 08 wa.s ul o Briico Hunter, second clerk, who 
was on watch wlieu Hie explosion occurrod. Math- 
eny was but Utile stuuncd and was not only able to 
save himself, but also aided Hunter, whom ho 
fuuiid helpless on the water, by clinging to portions 
of tho wreck till rescued by a sklif. 
Iiavid Pearson, the mote, was blown up In the nir 
and fell Into the hold beneath the furnaces among 
the coal». 
After having worked hi.-i way out of 
the hold ho discovered that the boat was on tire, 
and, though badly stunned, bruised and blouding, ho 
rallied such of the crew as he could find ablo for 
duty, and wltn tlielr aid succeeded m extm guishlug 
the lire, which broke out In another place, but by 
tho tiiimly eiforiH of the m ate and crew, assisted hy 
Alex.

The Cumberland was built at MlUersport, on tho 
Upper Ohio, by captain Hill Knight, if we m istake 
not. in 1802, and was called tne Rachel Miller. She 
was sold to the government alter having m ade two 
or three trips, and converted Into a gunboat, and at 
me Close o f the war was remodeled aud nam ed the 
Cumberland. 
Her boilers had been giving much 
trouble for some time past, and It is said her officers 
and crew had determined to lay her up when they 
reached Cairo. We are told that the boat was In- 
snred for td.'KK), and there was |7,ooo or »s,ooo in- 
auiaucc on her cargo.

Governor M cguraza y Lersnndl received notice on 
the 30th uit„ that several parties of rebels w ere ma­ 
rauding all tho w ay between Baga a n d th e e sta ie 
Desengaños, and sent a column, composed of forty 
regulate of the E.spafia Infantry and thirty-three 
volunteers, in barges to Baga tbe following day. On 
arrival there a force of the Reina infantry, twenty- 
four men, Joined. Our men had some skirm ishing 
on the way. When they arrived at Desengaños a 
rebel party of thirty men w ere running tow ards the 
plantation. 
In tbe house we found a trench 
m ade by casks. There were six negroes and a 
negreas, also tnree Chinese aud an Am erican engi­ 
neer. 
I'he latter exhibited a .««leo conducto from 
the former Governor. While the troops w ere a t 
their rations several parties of rebels appeared and 
the trobpB commenced tbe attack, b u t the euomy 
fied.

Napoleon's Reforms— Tfao Now French Con 


stittttioa- 


A cable despatch which we printed in 


HERALD of yesterday informs us that the Sen 
atorial committee and the Council of Ministers 
have come to an understanding on all the 
points of the Senatus Consullum. It will b; 
remembered by all our readers that when the 
Emperor promulgated the new constitution i 
committee of the Senate was appointed to acl 
•with the Council of Ministers in discussing the 
same. It appears that the joint meeting has 
taken place, and that a report has been given 
in to the effect that the joint body has agreed 
on all the points of the new constitution. 


We have thus gained something. We can- 


not tell how far the commiUee of the Senate 
and the Council of Ministers have differed or 
how far they have 
modified 
the origna! 


articles ; but wo do know that they have 
come to some common understanding. 
This, 


as we have said, is a point gained. 
Pressure 


has been brought to bear upon Napoleon and 
Napoleon has yielded. But how far has he 
yielded? 
He has yielded so far, but no 


farther than necessity demands. 
It was 


no longer possible to maintain the one man 
government. France was tired of it, and a( 
the last elections France emphatically, and in 
language not to be mistaken, said so. Na- 
poleon has- had the pleasure and the honor 
of manufacturing a new constitution, the 
twehth or the thirteenth, we forget which, In 
the 
memory of 
men still living. 
This 


new 
constitution, 
which 
proclaims 
the 


constitution established in 1852 purely and 
uninistakeably bad, has been hailed by a large 
section of the French people as a gigantic 
stride in an onward and upward direction. It 
is worth observing, however, that though it 
has generally been well received, and though 
we are now told it has obtained the sanction 
of the Senate and the Council of Ministers, it 
is a constitution which has emanated from the 
Emperor, and not from the people or their rep- 
resentatives. 
The Senate and the Council of 


Ministers have gone over all the articles of the 
new constitution, and they have come to some 
common agreement; but as the Corps Legis- 
latif has not beea consulted in these reforms, 
and as the Corps Legislatif meets in October, 
it is a fair cruestion to put: how will the 
people's house deal with those reforms ?

If the Corps Legislatif goes 
with him, good ; but if it does not it will be the 
easiest thing possible for the Emperor (o dis- 
solve the popular assembly and so appeal to 
the people as to make his position seemingly 
stronger lhan ever. Let us look at facts. The 
Corps Le'gislatif has by the new constitution, 
so far as we know it, the "right of the initia- 
tive." It can reject government proposals. It 
can propose substitutes, or, in other words, 
make amendments. It can withhSio! fflpney 
grants. It can introduce an "order of the 
day," and thus tie the bands «f Ministers, 
who are bound to obey both the Emperor and 
the Corps Le'gislatif, and who may be dis- 
missed by either, although they can be im- 
peached only by the 
Senate, 
In addi- 


tion to all this 
it may be said that 


the 
People's 
house 
is 
free 
to

what it thinks. These are unquestionably 
important concessions, but they are nicely 
balanced by the power which the Emperor has 
reserved for himself. If a Minister disobeys 
him he does so at the penalty of dismissal. 
Th8 Senate is the Emperor's own creation. At 
any moment he can appeal to it, and he can j 
multiply its numbers at will. He can also,

without a moment'a warning, dismiss any Pre- 
fect in any part Of France. Besides, tbe Min- 
isters, who bate tbe anomalous right to appear 
either in the upper or lower bouse, as occa- 
sion may require, are the cboice of the Empe- 
ror, not of the people or of tbe,people's Jhouae.

In October the Corps Logislalif »ill 
meet, and for the first time siuco 18-t8 there 
will bo heard in (lie French Chambers tbe 
undisguised thoughts of the mass oi the Freacli 
people. 


What will be (he result ? Who can answer 


the question? Napoleon may find timseli 
strong enough to humor all parlies, and tlnr 
make constitutional government a possibility 
in France, He may; but he may not. The 
government party is well united and the forces 
at its disposal are almost irresistible. 
But the 


-opposition, though not united, is numerous, 
and there are sections of the opposition whose 
hatreds are intense beyond all calculation. 
The "Reds" are now rejoicing ia their oppor- 
tunity. Under the new constitution France 
must hear them. How will France act under 
their rattling sentences—the rousing inspiration 
of their language ? We, like Napoleon, with 
some anxiety wait to see. 


The New Cotton Croji—FIUB Prospect 
for 


the *outli. 


A few bales, and the first, of the new cotton 


crop have come to the Now York market. 
That from Georgia, classed as low middling, was 
sold at auction for thirty-six cents a pound, and 
that from Alabama, classed as strict middling, 
brought forty-eight and a half cents. These, 
it is true, may be termed rather fancy prices, 
as the first bale or two of the new cotton crop 
always bring more than those that come after. 
But it is an indication of what the price wil 
be hereafter. We may conclude, therefore, 
that the crop of 1869 will realize an immense 
sum of money. This crop is variously esti- 
mated—between two millions and a half bales 
to three millions—probably it may reach two 
millions seven hundred or two millions eight 
hundred thousand bales. If the average price 
throughout the season of sales should not 
exceed twenty-five cents a pound—though from 
present appearances it will be higher than that— 
the crop will be worth over two hundred mil- 
lions of dollars. From all the light before us 
there is reason to believe it will briig nearly 
that sum in gold. 
This production, too, is in 


addition to tha tobacco, sugar and other valu- 
able crops of the South for exportation. 
Besides, that section of the country since the 
war has paid more attention to tho raising of 
grain, corn and other articles ot" food, and ia now, 
perhaps, independent, or nearly so, of outside 
supplies. In short, the South this year will 
have a surplus production to be sold for cash 
over and above the production of necessities 
worth, at least, two hundred millions of dol- 
lars. Who will not say the South is becoming 
rich again? We must admire tho wonderful 
recuperative power of the people there and 
congratulate them on the splendid prospect 
they have of material prosperity. With more 
labor and capital to develop their resources 
the Southern States will become very soon 
the richest country on the globe. 


Will Governor Walker Resign ? 


A New York correspondent of a Washington 


paper predicts that if General Canby insists 
upon forcing the iron-clad oath upon conserva- 
tive members elect to the Virginia Legislature, 
and in case of failure to comply to fill the va- 
cancies by the selection of those radicals who 
may stand next on the tickets, Governor 
Walker -will urge the resignation of those con- 
servatives who may not be able to take the re- 
quired oath, and then resign himself—thus 
throwing the whole question of the election of 
Governor and Legislature back to the "people. 
We do not think this will be a very wise 
course. Governor Walker had better hold on 
to what he has. It may be difficult to get a 
better hand immediately if he throws up tke 
cards he now holds. Besides there is nothing 
wrong about his record; and whatever may 
attach to that of his conservative friends with 
whom he has been elevated to power by the 
voice of the people must become obliterated as 
light and reason begin to pervade republican 
councils. The republican party in the North 
and West can never stand before the masses 
upon the showing that the decided expression 
of the will of the people has been BO outrage- 
ously disregarded as is proposed to be done by 
General Canby in the case of the Virginia con- 
servative legislators elect.

advertising, has been distanced by the pub 
Ushers of a Boston transcendentalist magazine 
| The same shrewd Yankees who induced Dicken 


to make a second voyage to America and perani 
bulate the country as a living advertisement o 
their miniature edition of his works, have iti 
veigled several journals into gratuitously copy 
ing from advance sheets of their magazine th 
latest sensational story by the author of "Uucl 
Tom's Cabin." It is a story that contains bu 
a single addition to the innumerable talei 
which Lord Macaulay stigmatized as "loath 
some slanders" on Lord Byron's character. 


This addition consists in the horrible state- 


ment that tho mysterious separation of Lor- 
and Lady Byron was caused by the discover 
on the part of the poet's wife that he began be 
fore marriage and continued under her ow 
roof ''a secret adulterous intrigue" with hi 
own sister, and that the fruit of their incestu 
ous intercourse was "an unfortunate child o 
sin, born with the ourse upon her, over whos 
wayward nature Lady Byron watched with 
mother's tenderness, although her task was 
difficult one from the strange, abnormal pro 
penalties to evil in the object of her care." 
' Now, .-Lord Byron had no own sister, tittl 
is publicly-known of tbe Hon. Mrs. Leigh 
his half sister, whom he never sawatter he left 
England, save that her constant sympath 
with him in his exile offered a striking am 
agreeable contrast to the malignity with whicl 
"his marble hearted, insensible wife" (Hies 
words are applied by Mrs. Stowe to Countesi 
Guiccioli'a portrait of Lady Byron) alway 
sougSt to injure his reputation. 


In teliing her strange story Mrs. Stow< 


betrays the usual inaccuracy as to dates whicl 
proverbially characterizes works of fiction b; 
women writers. Thus, she says that Lady 
Byron lived with her husband and his siste 
for two years after the discovery of their guilty 
secret, whereas the marriage took place on 
January 3, 1815, and the separation on 
January 15, 1816. Mrs. Stowe draws upon 
her imagination or upon that of Lady Byron 
for an altogether apocryphal anecdote of the 
farewell scene between Lord Byron, his wife 
and "the partner of his sins." If Lady Byron 
after a lapse of forty years and with "alraos 
the solemnity of a death bed avowaL" actuall; 
told a stranger from New England this mon- 
strous story, which she had previously dis 
closed to none of her intimate friends, supply- 
ing this stranger with "memoranda of lh< 
whole, with dates affixed," why does not Mrs 
Stowe produce some authorization to publish 
the particulars with corroboratory 
proof 


The frightful charges rest solely on Lad] 
Byron's assertion, which may have been made 
under a hallucination due to jealously, anger 
and a memory weakened by age and disease 
Lady Byron is represented by Mrs. Stowe as 
monomaniac on the subject of mental pathology 
She believed that Lord Byron had baen one o 
those unfortunately constituted persons in 
•wlioia the_balanee of nature ia so critically 
hung that it is always in danger of dipping 
towards insanity. 
She also thought "that the 


Calvinistic theology, as heard in Scotland, hae 
proved in his case, as it often does in certain 
minds, a subtle poison." In fine, she deemec 
him mad. She once tried to have him incar- 
cerated in a madhouse. It is by no means 
unlikely that Lord and Lady Byron were 
both lunatics. She imagined that she wai 
"an incarnated conscience," and was therefon 
"hated." If she believed the shocking story 
which Mrs. Stowe has repeated she must havi 
been as mad as she deemed her husband 
They were a crazy pair. 
The history of theii 


wedded life was as sad as that of many 
another couple, unequally yoked, whose incom- 
patibility of temper and consequent miseries 
have never attracted ao much public attention. 
Lord Byron was no better than countless other 
bad husbands. 
But Mrs. Stowe's story that 


he was so dreadfully worse does not gain 
credibility from the circumstance that it now 
first startles the world—although, somewhai 
inconsistently, she says it ia well known in 
England—long after all the parties directly 
interested in it are dead, and long after the 
public mind has settled down to a pretty fail 
balancing of the case between Lord and Lady 
Byron. 


Mrs. Stowe ekes out her sensational maga- 


zine article by quotations and misquotations 
from Byron's incomparable verse, the influence 
of which over the popular mind it was, she 
atimates, one object of her friend, Lady By- 
ron, and herself to diminish and destroy by 
tnaking these awful disclosures. 
Whether this 


Objeci will be attained remains to be seen. 
But when Mrs, Stowe tries to prove by the 
angtiage of certain characters in the drama, 
"Cain," that Byron was guilty of incest her 
.ogie is equal to that of the Boston pnblishe • 
who firmly believed that "Ned Buntline," a 
contributor to his weekly paper, was gui ty of 
11 the crimes attributed to tbe piratical heroes 
who figured in its columns. From Shakspeare 
and Byron to "Ned Buntline" no dramatist can 
safely be exposed to being thus condemned 
out of the mouth of his characters.

Byron. She would fain prevent the revival of 
an interest in Lord Byron and big poems 
through the instrumentality of the recently 
published Memoirs by the Countess Guiccioli, 
and refute what she calls the "slanders" 
of Lady Byron in that book. But she 
admits that "the heaviest accusation of Lord 
Byron's mistress and and of Lord Byron" 
against Lady Byron is "that she had not 
spoken at all; her story baa never been told." 
It is not Mrs. Stowe's fault if it has not at 
length been told with a vengeance. 
However 


amiable and even extravagant the eulogies 
may be which Countess Guiccioli has bestowed 
on her illustrious" lover, they were'uaturally to 
b« expected from her pen.

A curious case occurred at the last meeting 


of tho Commissioners of Emigration, out of 
which must arise some definite understanding 
as to whether ship-owners are entitled to 
receive in the capacity of consignees ship- 
loads of disabled, deformed, deaf and dumb 
and pauper emigrants, and then transfer them 
to the care of the Commissioners to be pro- 
vided for by public charity. 
The case in ques- 


tion wag that of a deaf and dumb child, wbo 
was "consigned" to a well known shipping 
house, and her passage paid by the consignors, 
whoever they were. As the child is, of cours e, 
helpless, the consignees ask that she shall ba 
taken care of by the Emigration Commission- 
ers. 
Mr, O'Gormaa very properly made a 


motion that the shipping agents should be 
requested to take care of the child themselves. 
It is to be hoped that they shall be, not simply 
requested, but compelled to provide- for this 
poor young oreature, whose condition they 
oaght to have known, if they did not, before 
they brought her to this country to become a 
burden upon our public charities. We fear 
that this is only one instance out of hundreds 
where helpless and pauper emigrants are 
brought over here by shipping agents, with a 
reckless disregard for anything except the 
payment of the passage money. 
Under the 


best of circumstances, and circumstances, too, 
which are unavoidable, we have paupers 
enough to support without importing them. 
There should be some check put to this system. 
Commissioner O'Gorman's resolution appears 
calculated to reach one case, at least, and to 
set an example.

By this they incur an alarming, but 
from necessity, inevitable risk to life and 
property, as it appears by the report that in 
the majority of the stores enumerated the 
article vended is truly dangerous, from a 
gravity indicating the "flashing point" down 
to the lowest at which the volatilization which 
generates a moat inflammable gas takes place. 
We need not refer to the hundreds of heart- 
rending accidents which have occurred from 
the use of kerosene. Science will no doubt 
be on the alert, so as to afford us a means ot 
diminishing their number, if not a complete 
safeguard against their recurrence, in future. 


Tlie Rowdy Element at Picnics. 


Well-conducted picnics are the life of the 


summer time. To make up little parties of old 
and young and go away into some grove aacl 
enjoy a rustic holiday is one of the most enjoy- 
able of vacation pastimes. But picnics accom- 
panied by rowdyism are among the most dis- 
agreeable of all the annoyances of the hot 
term. The rowdy element is too frequently 
permitted to infuse itself into private as well 
as public parties, upon steamboat and railroad 
excursions, and wherever a few hours of re- 
creation are expected to be enjoyed by quiet 
and peaceable men, women and children. 
These rowdies are the terror of such gather- 
ings. They frighten the women and children 
iialf to death and exasperate the men to the 
fighting point, which is just what the rowdies 
want. The roughs then go to work, boat the 
men, grossly insult tbe women and make the 
children run for their lives, destroying in a 
"ew minutes the happiness of a large and 
peaceable party. 
This was the case on 


iVednesday last, when a terrible fight occurred 
at a picnic given by the Einmett Guard, of 
fersey City, who were beset by a gang of 
uffians because one of the 
Guard had 


tromptly resented an insult offered by one 
if the gang to a lady in the party. The ex- 
stence of these gangs of desperadoes is one 
f the greatest hindrances to out of town 
musements near this city, and if the authori- 
ies cannot afford protection ft is time the 
itizens took care to protect themselves and 
lose under their charge. A few examples 


might teach these cowardly roughs that women

At 
this point J. B. Cameron, son w the Senator and 
President of tne Sortheru Centra! Railway, and Mr. 
MacYesg'n came aboaid tiie tram. The tram pushed 
on rapidly, ilrs. BEna?or Cameron was ituormed by 
telegraph that the party would arrive at eight 
o'clock. Stioi t!y before that hour the tram passed 
over tae extensive bridge abo\e the city and dashed 
rapidly down tlirouEh "the narrows," and arriv- 
ing in six minutes—a distance of sis miles— 
opposite the capital city of the commonwealth 
or Pennsylvania. The train proceeded across the 
bridge at this point, stopping at tne Hamsburg end. 
Here the parry disembarked, and on root proceeded 
to Senator Cameron's extensive residence, about 
fcfty yards distant. 


Senator Cameron's mansion—Tor anch it is in all 
respects—is a historical building. It 13 known as 
the "old Harris mansion,7' having bean buiit many 
yeara ago. and to-day is known by the name of Us 
«aily owner, a descendant of the celebrated pioneer 
JoCn Harris, who established a ferry and built tlie 
first house in the present city 01 Harnsbnrg, more 
than a co-Uury ago. Senator Cameron came- inlo 
possession or the property during the war. enlarged 
and renovated the building and beautified the gronudn 
with flower beus, walks and conservatories. In front 
of the mansion is the stnmp to which Harris was 
tied by hostile savazcs, who had already lit the 
fagcots to burn him to death, when he was rescued 
through the fidelity of a negro -servant, who con- 
veyed the alarm to pome friendly Indians near bv. 
To-mgttthe walls of the "old Harris mansion" ran? 
with tlie sounds of happiness and hospitality. 
After 


a. magnificent dinner the gentlemen of the party re- 
tired lo tne library to emote, While tho ladles with- 
drew to the sumptuous parlors. At ten o'clock the 
party partook of some ice cream, a few grapes aud 
an extra cigar. It may be added, In passing, that 
Uie President has reduced his allowance of the "nox- 
ious weed"' to three cigars before dinner aad a llmil- 
ea number after. Tne President retired about eleven 
o'clock. The Party will leave here at nine o'clock 
to-morrow morning to Tlslt the Iron mines of G. I). 
Coieinan, near Lebanon, and thence proceed to 
Mount carbon by way of Reading.

The Presidential party having enjoyed the wild 


scenes of the Alleghanies aud partaken of the hospi- 
tality of the veteran Senator of Pennsylvania, Simon 
Cameron, to-day, their ronte lay through the fertile 
section known as the Lebanon Valley to the great 
anthracite coal fields of Sclmylklll and Lehlirh. Hy 
nine o'clock nils morning the special train placed at 
the disposal of the distinguished party arrived at 
Lebanon, about twenty-six miles from Barrlsburg. 
Here Mr. G, Dawson Coleman was m waiting A-ith 
John W. Kiiiinger, ex-member of congress, Mesirs. 
Mish and Weidle, Mr. \Vilhelm, agent for the Cole- 
jnan estate, and Mr. Lorenz, assistant engineer Phila- 
delphia and Beading Railroad. These gentlemen, 
}n connection wltei Senator uameron, J. D. Cameron, 
President of the Northern Central Railroad, General 
Eane and Mr. McYeagh, son-in-law to Senator 
Cameron, made the party now to consist of a fair 
number of representative gentlemen or that section 
of the State. 


At tne depot at Lebanon a large and enthusiastic 


crowd Wfs assembled. As the time of the President 
•was limited the train at once moved down the 
Lebanon Valley track about a mile, where it switched 
upon the side road leaning to the Cornwall iron 
mines, a distance of about seven miles. Here en- 
gines were changed, and the cars were pushed by a 
•winding road to the summit of one of the remark- 
able iron mountains situated at that place. Tne;e 
mountains are three in number, and the highest 
several hundred feet m height. Alter winding com- 
pletely around the mountain the party alignted near 
the end of the track and waited to tne cress. These 
Immense deposits of ore compare favorably with the 
celebrated iron mountain la Missouri in point of 
quantity and surpass it in gnality. It is estimated 
that at ieast 30,000,000 tons lie abcve the water level 
and tae same amount or more uslow. Mr. Coieman 
removes annually to market over one hundred thoj- 
sand tons. 
from the crest of the hi!! the view was charm- 
ing. In front and to the right and left lay Hie fertile 
valley or Lebanon, extending to~ards Harrisburg on 
the one side and Reading oil the other. Beautuul 
fields, groves and the homes of a large town aud 
country population could be traced as lar as the eye 
could reach. The President and Mrs. Grant were 
much enchanted by tne beauty of the landscape and 
tlie charming picture of farms aud cattle. 


After thus spending an hour the party returned to 
the cars, tad after descending the hill set out for 
the residence of Mr. G. w. Coleman. Arriving here 
the ladies were received by Mrs. Coleman, and tne 
gentlemen requested to be at home. Time, the 
tiespot, put an end to ceremony. In less than an 
conr an astonishing dinner presented itself to the 
eager appetites of those present. Just as the gentle- 
men and ladies were to ait down Mr. John Ttftker, 
president of tne Philadelphia and P.eading Railroad, 
and one of the most remarkable railroad cmefs m the 
conntry, J. B. Lippincott, the PlniadelphUTmbiisher, 
and c. P. Norton, of the firm of Gorrell & Co., the 
largest coal operators in the Ashland region, arid 
Mr. Lorenz, civil engineer, arrived onthecbmDany's 
Bteam carnage. Also Judge Pierson, 01 llarriVoarg. 
arrived from that city. There was littie time to 
spare, so the dinner was curtailed as much as pus- 
Bioie, and after which the party, with the accession 
of Mr. and Mrs. Colemau, returned to the tram. Mr. 
Coleman is also one of the largest iron manuiac- 
turera in tne conntry, having an immense furnace 
near his house.

dent ol the Philadelphia and Readiun Railroad who 
Had arrived from Philadelphia in advance were mo- 
Tided with large and comfortable Bleeping accom- 
.modations. 


A little after elz o'clock the entire party sat down 
to dinner. At the head of the lable sat Mr. TnoLer. 


hla rlirhL T&s intermediate seats were occupied by 
tho remainder of the guests. The dinner, prepared 
by Mrs. C. W. 
\Vilder, 
proprietress of 
tho 
hotel, 
was 
a model 
of 
elegance, 
abund- 
ance, selection of dishes, and, above all, in 
the quality of the cooking. The wmcs wer.e in aban- 
dance, variety and character. The dinner lasted 
several uours, ana a pleasantcr time probably never 
was had. Mr. Tucker is famous for tlie manner in 
which be treats his friends. A person would sup- 
pose that with the vast responsibility of managing- 
the affairs of so great aroad as the Reading he would 
grow somewhat, crusty. Mr. Tucker, however, on 
the other hand, is the soul of gallantry and the em- 
bodiment of wit. 


After dinner, at eifflit o'clock, the ladies attending 
ttie party returned to their respective homes at 
Heading, Lebanon and Barrisburg—a distance of 
ninety miles—ui the comoany's steam carriage. 
Senator Cameron aud Judge Pierson left also. 


This evening, at a quarter past eight o'clock, the 
President and a few gentlemen,

The President arrived in this city yesterday after- 


noon shortly before four o'clock, on als return from 
his trip through the coal fields of Pennsylvania. 
From the pier of the Central Railroad of New Jersey 
the President and family took, carriages for the New- 
port boat, which left at half-past sis o'clock. The 
Presidential parry, accompanied by John Tucker, 
President of the Philadelphia and Beading Railroad, 
J. D. Cameron, President of the Northern Central 
Railway, J. B. Lippincott, publisher, of Philadelphia, 
Charles F. llorton, of Philadelphia, Wayne McVeagh, 
General CaKe, General Kane, and Mr. Barber, super- 
intendent of the Schnylkill Canal, left Mount Car- 
bon in » special train, in charge of John S. IlUles, 
assistant superintendent of the Philadelphia and 
Reading Kailroad, to visit ths coal regions in the 
vicinity of Minersville and through the Ashland basin. 
The President, accompanied by Mr. Tucker and seve- 
ral gentlemen, nad extra accommodation in the steam 
carriage "Witch," which .followed the special at 
aboat a mile distant.

At tlie close of 
the war ahc was sold, with other vessels which wefe 
not needed, and" she has recently undergone such 
repairs ss were required to nt her for sea. She 
cleared at tins port for Halifax, Nova Scotia, and 
thence she was to ijo to Queenstowu, Ireland. The 
coal on board was sufficient to last for about five 
days.

I reside in the town and village of stony Point, 
RoeSland county; am a practising pnysician and 
surgeoH', have been such, twenty-six years continu- 
ously; I knew Sophia L. Klckerson; I saw her re- 
mains after death, on the loto. of.Aprll, 1869; saw the 
'body in an outhouse attached to this house (place of 
inquest;; 1 made a superficial autopsy of the body at 
that, time ; opened it, dissected om the liver, stomach, 
large and small intestines, and one of the kidnejs: 
the utens was also cat off and taken away; I found 
the stomach and large and small rntestines glued to- 
gether by some glutinous substance, produced, as I 
supposed, by inflammation; the liver was in a nor- 
mal state; the kidney had degenerated into a sort 
of fatty mass without evidence of decomposition; I 
made no other observations; the external appearance 
of tne body was 01 a dark brown color, somewhat 
shrivelled and of a mummy-like appearance; tue 
general contour of the body, as to shape, was very 
well preserved; did not observe any decomposition 
of the body, except the soft part of the nose: the 
remainder -was m a good state of preservation; 
there were no other peculiar characteristics observ- 
able; 1 did not examine the mouth; did just as little 
witn the body as 1 could in obedience to orders; 1 
have no recollection of examining the teeth; if a 
patient is afflicted with a burning sensation m the 
throat and stomach, accompanied with vomiting 
and purging, it may oe sympathetic with the intro- 
duction of some very irritant substance or actual 
poison: the tartrate of antimony would produce 
these symptons if taken in large quantities, and yet

given in poisonous doses; croton on will producs ail 
of these symptoms, and if given in excessive doses 
will destroy iile; it is a volatile poison.

By Isaiah Milbnrn, Foreman of the Jury — We want 
this matter of putting questions and answers simul- 
taneously Into the witness1 mouth stopped at once.

If the Doctor has any memoranda 
he desires to refer to let him do it. I, as with all of 
us, want him to swear to what he knows, and that 
aione.

Manri, counsel for the Coroner, if he had "anjihmg 
more to say." The Doctor ended his testimony bv 
saying that nothing "he gave deceased would cause 
death." 
Here Mr. C. P. Hoffman arose and renewed Ills 
request, on behalf of Dr. Sloat and Mr. Nickerson, to 
cross-examine Dr. Heuggeler, aud m this request he 
spoke eloquently and forcibly, saying that as all the 
testimony adduced before the Coroner had fully and 
freely exonerated both ilr. Nickerson and Or. Sloat, 
and that n he was refused on this point he aesirpd 
to say this, "that he had been asked by a dozen gen- 
tlemen, citizens of KocKland county, to sift this case 
to its laat dregs," and in behalf of that public and 
himself he desired to, and that could only be done 
by the cross-examination sought for. 
The Coroner refused this request. 
Mr. Hoffman then continued, ana said that not 


only had the Coroner's counsel exhausted all lus in- 
genuity, all Ills inventive powers to point to some 
culprit in this case: not only had he volunteered 
statement after statement under general questions 
of "Anything more, Doct9r?" "Anything else to 
say?" but he had pointed directly to those whom he 
and thousands in the country knew as if they were 
guilty of murderous transactions. Therefore ne de- 
sired to cross-examine Dr. Henggeler ana so renew 
his request, and he felt that then ho could extract 
all the venom, all the poison of the Doctor's testi- 
mony and show where he had suppressed important 
facts. The Coroner again refused the request.

Particulars of the Explosion ol tiie Boiler o 


the Ciimbci'Iand—Fifteen Persons Killed— 
Complete Wreck of the lioat. 
[From the Evansville find.) Journal, August 10.] 
The boat was on her downward trip, and at Shaw 
neetowu bar the pilot had just rung for heaving the 
lead when her larboard boiler exploded with a ter 
nble crash, leaving the boat a complete wreck, and 
killing and wounding a large number of her deck 
crew, a few passengers and the mail agent, as is 
supposed. Engineer Redman, who was on watch 
hearing the call for the lead, at once tried the water 
m her toilers, and finding It satisfactory returned to 
the engine to be ready to answer the "slow bell," 
whicli he expected; and had just taken his position 
by the engine when tne boiler exploded. It is the 
opinion of her engineers that only the larboard boiler 
exploded; but all the boilers, three in number, \vere 
blown 'overboard: 
Only a small piece of 
the 
exploded boiler and two small nieces of, the 
flues attached to the boiler head, we're fonnd. Jim 
Alatheny, who was at the wheel, was.blown over- 
board, as was also Bruce Hunter, second clerK, who 
was on watch when the explosion occurred. Math- 
eny was but little stunned and was not only able to 
save himself, but also aided Hunter, whom he 
found helpless on the water, by clinging to portions 
of the '.Trees till rescued by a skiff. 


David Pearson, the mate, was blown up in the air 
and fell into the hold beneath the furnaces among 
the coals. After having worked lus way out o. 
the hold he discovered that the boat was on Ore, 
and, though badly stonned, bruised and bleeding, he 
rallied such of the crew as he conld find able for 
duty, and witn their aid succeeded m extinguishing 
the rue, which broke out in another place, but by 
the timely efforts of the mate and crew, assisted by 
Alex, llowell, Captain Lowth and others, it v/as 
again extinguished, aud the wreck, and no aouot 
many lives, saved. In the meantime the unchor was 
cast out anil the J* L. Graham came aiong up and 
towed the wreck to Shawneetown, vrceii it'suak 
gradually, her "buts" having been started by the 
explosion. 


When the explosion took place Captain Lowiii 
ana Jim Dami-oa were caught in the 
wrack 
and had to extricate themselves, which, with much 
effort, they succeeded in doing, and joined the mate 
aud crew m their efforts to save the boat and assist 
the wounded. Captain Lowth was especially activ. 
and efllcien! in securing the eomlort ol the wounded, 
and was nobly seconded in his efforts by Captain 
lioweil and llf. Daniel Jacobs, of fehaw neetown, and 
Hie people of Shawneetown were earnest In their 
efforts to render assistance and relieve tiie suffer- 
ing-. 


Marion Wright, the first clerk, was slightly 


buraed in lus efforts to save Eruce Hunter's little 
boy, who was asleep in the oifice, in which he was 
successful, though the boat's safe in the same 
room, -was Mown overboard. 


George Birch, (lie steward, had hie right hand 


badly smashed and slightly burned, but will soon be 
all right. 


Samnel Copeland, the mail agent, it is supposed, 


•was maklngup his mail for Shawneetown, anJ was 
not seen afterward. The officers of the Lureua, 
which passed up last night, reported that six dead 
bodies had been recovered, including t!is body ol 
t.ae mall agent and one of the colored porters. 
Copeland leaves a young wn'e at Metropolis, 11!. 


A young man who lived between Sluvvncetowr. 
and Equality, ill., a passenger, was terribly mangled 
and instantly killed. His name was not ascer- 
tained. 


Nine of the negro deck crew were at Shawneetown 
wounded, three or iour seriously. Four or five were 
very silently wounded, but were able to assist in 
saving the wreck. There were twenty deck hands 
and four, irreinen on the 
boat, of whom not 
more than fourteen or fifteen are accounted for, and 
it is supposed that four or five passengers were 
Killed, but as the books were lost in tue confusion 
attending the disaster tue exact number, or the 
names, could not be ascertained. There was but one 
latiy passenger, and she escaped -without injury. 
The officers of the boat are highly commended for 
their efforts to save Mie passengers and crew. 
The Cumberland was built at Millersport, on the 
Upper Ohio, by Captain Bill Knight, if -we mistake 
not, in 1862, and was called tne Kacbel Miller. She 
was sold to the government after having made two 
or three trips, and converted into a gunboat, and at 
the close or the war was remodeled aua named the 
Cumberland, lier boilers had been giving much 
trouble for some time past, and it Is said her officers 
and crew had determined to lay her up when- they 
reached Cairo. We are told tuat the boat was la- 
suredror 40,000, and there was $7,000 or $8,000 in- 
surance on her cargo.

Allen end <*iUIagucr—Tbe JLaltcr Befcated 


in Eleven Kouiiik,—The Fight Declared n 


[St. Louis (August 17) correspondence Cincinnati 
Gazette.] 


The despatches which were telegraphed from the 
battle grouad; and sent as specials to different cities, 
were not only Uucomplete but inaccurate. They 
said that nine rounds were fought and the fight 
ended in Allen's favor. More reliable accounts, 
brought up by the Louisville this evening, give a 
different version of the affair, ana reveal the utterly 
base conduct of Allen's opponents. 


The first tnrce rounds were in Gallagher's favor, 
he getting first blood and flrst knockdown, besides 
giving Aile'n several severe blows, but rrom that 
time to the finish the fight was Allen's. 
In 
the seventh round, especially, 
Gallagher was 
terribly handled, receiving a smashing blow lu, 
the pit of tfhe stomach which nearly prostrated him. 
The eighth and ninth rounds were also desperately 
fought, but w«ie decidedly in favor of Allen. At 
the tenth round Gallagher was very weak and easily 
knocked, down. At me eleventh he was still weaker 
and too exhausted to defend himself, and was sent 
to grass almost without aa effort. 


At this point Tom Kelly, one of Gallagher's sec- 
onds, threw up the sponge. Jim Cojue, one of 
Allen's seconds, then crossed over to Kelly and 
asked, "Tom, are you whipped?'' find Kelly rj plied 
"Yes." Allen and lus seconds then left the ring and 
went towards the boat. A dispute then arose us to 
who threw up the sponge, the referee declaring that 
aitnougn he saw the sponge' go up he could not tell 
who throw it. He therefore declared the battle a 
draw. When Kelly was appealed to he refused to 
acknowledge that he threw tne sponge up, but wmle 
going to the boat he is said to have toid Dad Ryan 
Allen's umpire, that the flg'ut was Allen's. 


The releree also defends his action on the ground 
that Allen lett the ring before tne decision wag 
given. 
Allen claims that the throwing up of the 
sponge determined Hie battle In his favor, aud he 
had a right uader the rules to leave. There was 
another reason why Allen mieht desire to get away 
as speedily as possible. Not only had he been hit 
with a c.ub during the figut, but" after the sponge 
had been thrown up he went to Gallaeher's corner 
aud hew out his hand for a partinc "htke when 
Gallaguer struck him. 
Under these circumstances 
Allen might reasonably have felt that his life was m 
cuuger, and to stay longer would lead to serioas re- 
sults. 


The facts seem to be that any pretext that offered 
would be taken advantage 01 to defeat Alien, and 
tlie dispute about the sponge and the leaving of the 
ring by Allen were usetl as a means to prevent him 
from reaping the benefit of a bravely fought and 
well won victory.

MABTKA'S VINETAHD, Mass., August 15, 1859. 


A camp meeting Is, after all, a pleasant affair, 


more especially so m the Vmeyr.rcl Grove. Cora- 
bined with the heaithr religions feeling wiuctt per- 
vades the social element is by no rrieaug deafl. Itf 
fact, following the doctrine or St. Paul, there is evi- 
dently time for everything, from Psalm singing to 
eating peaches, a large quantity of which, by the 
way, disappear daily, though the luxury certainly is 
counterbalanced by the-vocal exercises waich. take 
place. Ueyon.iI question, gatherings of this kind are 
becoming popular, not only because of the holy 
aspirations instilled into the multitudes that con- 
gregate, but also on account of tho peaceful enjoy- 
ment by which they are usually characterized. 
JEvery human being who comes here Is-not a saint. 
but. there 13 no knowing what may become of Him 
bsfore he quils the ground. A great many conver- 
sions aot unusually occur, and, on tiie whole, camp 
meetings are attended witli happv results. 
Thirty-ihree years ago the Martha'3 Vineyard 
Camo Meeting Association firat began Iheir religious 
eampaija, Having puichased the groaad at a com- 
paratively small sum. At the commencement only 
little tents were brought into requisition, aad the 
good Methodists unuoteiilattously waul turonpth 
their religious procceauig-t wiiti zeal and persever- 
ance. Ye.tr3 i;ew 'oy and the association became 
rich and powerful, with fail sway over a aeiigiitfnl 
retreat. With tne exception of a briei interval of a 
few years tue association has held its auauai meet- 
1 gi heL'e s.nco ilM, eacli one oc;ng larger than its 
predecessor, till now tfie population of ttie place is 
uumuered by wiousacdg. Tue property has become 
valuable, and people liKe it accordingly, for setting 
asitle the auractions which surround it, the more 
expensive it w the more it is thought of. The natural 
aavantiwjes of the locality (and they are uumcrous) 
were soon known, and strangers visited it as a 
watering placs, building upon choice lota their 
summer residences, of limited aimenstous to he 
sure, but nevertheless sufficient lo meet all the re- 
quirements of the nlace. Attracted by the large 
concourse of religionists that annually assembled in 
the urove to perform their reiiicious exercises, others, 
not entirely actuated by holy sentiments, catne also 
to spend the summer. JSiicroachuieut^ were appar- 
ently being made upon the territory of the associ- 
ation set apart for sacred purposes, until finally 
somewhat stringent measures were adopted, and at 
length a nigh wooden fence now enclose the noij 
ground. Outside that boundary the inhabitants are 
Known as "heretics," though their proceedings are 
not by any means characterized by'any imrjiety. 
The Grova 13 a pretty place. Its attractions are 
widespread and its solitude moat charming. Year 
after year it has increased in popularity, and now 
ranks high, among the favorite places of summer 
resort. The apnearance of the cottages is heruaps 
unsurpassed by any of the femd either in point of 
construction, neatness or uniformity. Tae ground 
set apart for those participating in the religious exer- 
cises of the camp meeting covers an extent of about 
thirty-live acres, which is handsomely laid out, sur- 
rounded by a most luxuriant foliage, through which 
the dazzling rays of the sun have but Ilttlo chaaco to 
penetrate. There are, however, a large number of 
cottagers cveu withmjiue "fence," who do not min- 
gle with the religious throng, but merely reside here 
for summer enjoyment. It is a little village in itself, 
full of winding passages, aveuues aud streets, to- 
gether witu a number of squares. There are proba- 
bly not less thau four hundred cottages within the 
enclosure, some of which are spacioua and corn- 
pure tavurably with most buildings of a similar 
kind at other watering places. Unquestionably the 
arrangements, appointments and general style of 
architecture are handsome ant! cheerful, and at onco 
create a most favorable iiup.ejslou. Vistters como 
from all parts ol the saintly State, but particularly 
from Boston, wnlle motley groups iiail from Provi- 
dence, New Bedford auel tue surrounding districts 
generally. Although a large number of the cottages 
are trauiewojlj there ar§ also hundreds of ordmary 
s, p'uf up according td clrcurnatSuctS: The 
teats,, 
t 
ijpardmg houses form a great feature of the concern. 
It would de unjust to call them "shanties," but 
more novel structures could not oe found, every 
one with a huge and teinptlns bill of fare placarded 
outside. But the lodging houses are as novel }u 
their interior as tueir accommodations ara slim and 
meagre. 
Ttie proceedings will not commence until this 
(Mondav) evening, when- the cams meeting of the 
association will be regularly commenced. ' There ara 
now about 5,000 persons on the grounS, apa It Is ex- 
pected that tills number will be largely augmented. 
The rules of the association are most stringent^ no 
cigars, confectionary or Ice cream bains allowed to 
be sold on Sunday:*, and in other respects the regu- 
lations are rigidly enforced. Prayer meetings liave 
already been commenced.
